Thuax, tHE TsnmpseaNn Inpian'—We have 
gatliered a few incidents about the Indian, Tahak, 
whoiwas hanged on the morning of Tuesday, the 
6th Jantiary, behind the jail of this place, -which 
mayngt be uninteresting to our readers. Tahak 
was a Wrrertal man, large framed and athletic. 
His countenance in repose expressed neither gen- 
tlonéss nor ferocity, but, indicated power\and self- 
reliahce,. and latent strong and’ fierce passions 
wheh aroused. - He had bight, eager, undaunt- 
ed ahd powerful eyes!; and, altogether, was much 
‘above the average of his race; while in jail he 
wasiperfectly tractable and obedient. He was 
arrested under the following circumstances :— 
Thrée white men returning from Stekin landed 
to camp on an island near Fort Simpson. They 
met Tahak and-ancther Indian with a clooteh- 
-manj and bought the clootchman with blankets, 
&c.i With the cldotchman.in company they 
started, but had not proceeded far when she per- 
suaded them to return or land again on the is- 
Jang While they ‘were now encamped, two 
shots were fired from unseen hands, one of, the 
whife men ran into tlhe woods, where he was 
desyiatched, aid two ran for the boats.; one fell 
dead in the boat almost immediately after reach- 
ing her, but the-other, not having been wound- 
ed, succeeded in es¢aping, though pursued and 
fired after. Comnjander Pike fepaired to the 


vicinity of the trangaction, and captured a num--

Forsome time after the trial he 
expressed impatienpe at the delay’and wished for 
execution. “He said he expected ‘to shvot and 
hunt for. five days, and see many fires ;- but that 
in tén days he would be back to his own home 
and be welcomed; by his tilicwms. As the day 
of hig execution approached he expressed his dis- 
like 6f hanging, as disgraceful, and wished he 
could be-shot. Tdjall appearance he anticipated 
death without fear or anxiety, and his face often
